THE FrisK-COULD-VANDERBILT WAR. 

The war which has been raging for some 
time between Fisk & Gould on one side and 
the Vanderbilt igterest on the other, mani 
festing iteelf in -competition between the 
great routes to the West controlled by these 
men, has at last abo taken the form of « con- 
troversy in the courts, and the suit brought 
some days since by the Erie Railway Co.

tion to sbow cause why the injunction should 
not be granted.
